There is an obvious in- 
crease in religious interest in the 
United States. As one just re- 
turned from England, and a close 
and critical observation of the 
Billy Graham crusade in_ that 
country, I can say that what he 
has done there is to shake the 
British Isles as they have not 
been shaken since the days of 
Wesley. War-weary, battered, dis- 
illusioned, their average church 
attendance was down to ten per 
cent, and in the city of London, 
largest in the world, to about 
five. 


Anti-Marxist 

The Graham campaign is, with- 
eut even saying so, vigorously 
anti-Marxist. The more extreme 
left-wing Socialists and Commu- 
nists at first sought to ridicule. 
Later they began to fear. Evange- 
list Graham, preaching merely 
the apostolic and sacramental 
doctrines, probably reached the 
ears of 85 per cent of the British 
people.

An equal, and perhaps 
even more astonishing 38 per 
cent, had never been menbers of 
any faith. 

The American church system 
of providing a building for sup- 
pers, meetings, Boy Scouts, young 
people's work, and so on, stood 
out impressively as one compared 
to that of the British churches.

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Hour of Decision 


Nears at Geneva 


The decision of the French cabinet to 
reinforce its troops in Indochina and to 
call up 80,000 draftees ahead of time is 
the first indication that progress is being 
made in the current military talks with 
the United States 

This sudden stiffening of the French 
can mean only one thing—they expect 
armed assistance from the United States 
if that is necessary. The decision now 
comes at a time when the French are 
struggling for a truce in Indochina with- 
out absolute capitulation—as the Reds 
have demanded 

But the significant thing for the peo- 
ple of this country to remember is that 
the French people and the French gov- 
ernment are not going to continue the 
struggle alone in Indochina. They insist 
they must have help if they are going to 
go on fighting. 

The decision to call up troops and to 
send reinforcements to Indochina means 
they intend to go on fighting. The im- 
plications are plain that they expect 
United States help in the final showdown. 

The collapse of France in Indochina 
and as a U.S. ally in Europe has been the 
major objectives of Molotov at the Ge- 
neva conference. ‘He has almost suc- 
ceeded in achieving a clearcut victory. 
If the French National Assembly re- 
fuses to back the Laniel-Bidault govern- 
ment and forces a’ new government to 
give in to his demands, he will, have 
achieved the greatest Soviet victory since 
the conquest of China. 

At any rate, the Geneva showdown is 
likely to be one of the decisive actions 
of history. The stakes are the power bal- 
ance in Asia and the Western defense sys- 
tem in Europe. If Molotov succeeds in 
upsetting either or both, then a third 
world war has moved much closer. 

Meanwhile, the United States has 
moved closer to direct involvement in 
Indochina. The latest French actions are 
assurances of that. Failing acceptance of 
an honorable compromise, such a show- 
down appears to be on the way. 


Judge Sutton Retires 
With State’s Good Will 


Georgia’s judicial system will not be 
the same without the active presence of 
Judge I. Homer Sutton of Clarkesville. 
His retirement as justice of the Supreme 
Court tomorrow officially will end his 
connection with the state’s highest tri- 
bunals—a connection that has lasted since 
1932 when he was chosen for the Court 
of Appeals. 

At 72, Judge Sutton has earned re- 
tirement—as much as Georgians’ regret 
to lose his services. They will sympa- 
thize with his desire to spend a little time 
reading other literature than court de- 
cisions, wondering perhaps how anyone 
could spend a life doing mostly just that. 

He leaves the court with the acclaim 
of his fellow justices and the entire court 
system and bar of Georgia. He has ren- 
dered great and wise service to his state 
and to the cause of justice. For almost 
50 years he has served the legal profes- 
sion in various capacities—service that 
will leave an indelible imprint upon the 
future of the state. 

His fellow Georgians join with Chief 
Justice W. H. Duckworth 
colleagues in extending best wishes for 
his happiness and gratitude for a job well 
done.

No Ill Effects Noted 


In Polio Vaccine Tests 


The first and second rounds.in the 
newest phase of the battle against polio 
have ended. The third round will start 
today. 


Dr. Robert F. Korns, a member of the 
national polio vaccine evaluation team, 
has reported that the first round of inocu- 
lations of the Salk vaccine were com- 
pleted with no serious reaction among the 
tore than 400,000 children involved. 


The loudest complaint registered seems 
to have come from the second-grader who 
stayed in line for his second “shot” in the 
first round. He wanted another one of 
those lollypops the doctor was giving out 
with each puncture. 

The third and final inoculation in the 
tests is scheduled for this week. Not until 
next summer will it be known how ef- 
fective the Salk vaccine is in warding off 
polio. 

Meanwhile, among groups such as 
summer camp enrollees, gamma globulin 
will be tested further to establish def- 
initely whether or not it is effective in 
holding the disease short of the paralysis 
stage. 

Parents can only wait and hope, en- 
couraged by the aggressive fight the Na- 
tional Foundation is making to lick the 
crippler of which all families live in 
dread. 


Atlanta Area Needs 


More Psychiatric Care 


The Metropolitan Atlanta Community 
Services has appointed a committee to in- 
quire into the area’s facilities for handling 
the emotionally ill. The committee will 
check what services are available, and 
recommend ways to fill the-lacks it finds. 

Currently the metropolitan area is 
lacking notably in real psychiatric care 
for the indigent and for emergency cases. 
There is little doubt that the new commit- 
tee already is well aware of this, and 
probably could write its report without 
the formality of an investigation. 

Recommendations by committees are 
one thing; execution by a public agency 
is another. Between the two is a long 
period in which the public first must be 
convinced of the necessity of the action. 
Then money to finance it must be found. 
In the case of psychiatric care there is yet 
another barrier, and a difficult one. There 
is a great shortage of psychiatrists, and it 
would be hard to find a public hospital 
whose psychiatric staff is adequately 
manned. 

In the meantime Atlanta renrains one 
of the few metropolitan centers in the na- 
tion with little more than token psy- 
chiatric services for its citizens. This cer- 
tainly is not because we're saner than 
other people. No doubt this omission is 
due to lack of popular understanding of 
the size and seriousness of the problem.

Scholars Inspect, Hail r; heo ps’ k uneral Bark

AIRO, May 30--The solar fu- 
neral bark of Cheops was un- 
sealed for an hour and a half this 
evening for a surprise inspection 


hy its discoverer, Kamal El- 
Malakh, and eight noted scholars 
and Egyptologists. The unani- 


mous opinion of the group was 
that it was indeed a solar boat 
the first one ever found with its 
furnishings intact. 

The scholars, most of them ac- 
companied by their wives, took 
at least three turns each at the 


hole giving access into the ship's. 


Cheops had the _ ship 
carved into the bedrock beside 
his Great Pyramid 5,000 years 
ago and then sealed it with 15-ton 
limestone lintel blocks. 

El-Malakh, the first person to 
look upon the relic since Cheops’ 
time, had no artificial light when 
he penetrated the corridor con- 
taining the ship last Wednesday. 
He made a preliminary inspec- 
tion by using mirrors to reflect 
sunlight in. Today the scholars 
used an electric bulb powered by 
a small gasoline generator

“It is complete! This is one of 
the most important discoveries in 
our time!”’

The volume of letters to edi- 
tors of newspapers ‘in 15 major 
Southern cities indicates that 
“vox populi’’ is not very worked 
up over the Supreme Court de- 
cision against public school seg- 
regation., 

A survey Sunday 
in only four cities, Richmond, 
Louisville, Dallas and Little 
Rock, has “‘letters to the editor”’ 
response to the segregation rul- 
ing been heaty. 

Charlotte and Nashville news- 
papers report their volume of 
mail on the subject has “not 
been as heavy as expected.” 

In Atlanta, Tampa, Miami, 
Oklahoma City, Memphis, New 
Orleans, Birmingham, Montgom- 
ery and Chattanooga it has been 
light.

OTHER PURSUITS 

“IT had never planned to run for 
the next full term,”’ the Justice 
said, ‘so I thought it best to step 
aside now in time to permit the 
people to choose someone for the 
new term.” 

Justice Sutton, whose activity is 
fast-paced for a man of 72, said he 
wanted to devote more time to 
some private business affairs and 
vacationing. He said he had spent 
most of his life reading court de- 
cisions, and he wanted a chance to 
read some other literature. 

The bar and the press and state 
leaders lauded Sutton when he left 
the chief judgeship of the Court of 
Appeals to go the Supreme Court 
in January. 

The heads of the Supreme Court 
and the Court of Appeals Sunday 
night paid tribute to Justice Sutton 
as ne announced his retirement.

réspect in spite of recognizing their shortcomings and they get 


satisfaction from the simple. every-day pleasures 
As for other people, feeling ‘right’ about them is merely 
heing able to give love and consider the interest of others, to 


expect to like and trust others, taking it for granted that they'll 
feel the same way about you, to respect differences in other 
people and to be able to feel a part of a group. 


‘They do not push people around, nor do they allow them. 
selves to be pushed around,”’ says the mental health association, 
adding, **They feel a sense of responsibility to their neighbors 
and fellow men.” 


‘Beng able to meet the demands of life is the final measure 
and probably the most difficult. At least, | don't know many 
people who rush out joyously to shake hands with new demands 
every day. Most of us just duck our heads and slog along, doing 
what we can with what's at hand 


But, according to the mental health folks, that's pretty good. 
They say mentally healthy people ‘‘do something about their prob 
léme as they arise,’’ accept their responsibilities, shape their 
environment whenever possible; adjust to it whenever necessary. 
They plan ahead but do not fear the future, they welcome new 
experiences and new ideas, they make use of their natural 
capacities, setting realistic goals for themselves. They are able 
to think for themselves and make their own decisions and 
finally, *““They put their best effort into what they do and get 
satisfaction out of doing it."’ 


Of course, handing the postman your $5 next week may not 
help you immediately if you've flunked this little test. But at 
least vou know where you stand and the $5, or whatever vou give 


will go to a program of expanding hospital facilities and mental 
health clinics throughout the state.
